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Stevens Stands I 
Firm On His 
Threat Charges 


Says Cohn W as 
Most Threatening; 
Rejects Banter Idea 


WASHINGTON Oh— Army Secre­ 
tary Robert T Stevens stood firm 
today on his charge that Sen Jo ­ 
seph R. McCarthy and his aides 
“ threatened” the Army to get pre­ 
ferential treatm ent 
for Pvt. 
G. 
David Schine. 
In his 12th day in the witness 
chair, Stevens rejected any idea 
that the threats were “ banter” or 
“ ribbing.” He said they were “ ex­ 
ceedingly serious ” 
Stevens said Roy M 
Cohn, Mc­ 
Carthy’s 
chief counsel, 
was 
the 
most threatening He repeated past 
testimony that Cohn made an an­ 
gry “ declaration of war" against 
the Army last October. He said it 
was “ cart of a pattern.” 
Stevens also attributed “ threats 
to Francis P. Carr, staff director 
of the McCarthy subcommittee 
The 
subcommittee, 
with Sen. 
Karl E. Mundt (R-SD.) sitting as 
acting chairman, is investigating a 
row between the Army and Mc­ 
Carthy over Private Schine. 
Return to Schine Issue 
Before he was drafted Nov 
3, 
Schine was unpaid consultant to 
the 
subcommittee 
The 
Army 
charges McCarthy, Cohn, and Carr 
sought by “ improper m eans” to 
get preferential treatment for him. 
The McCarthy side charges Ste 
yens and his associates used Schine 
as a “ hostage” to get the senator 
to call off or soft pedal an investi­ 
gation of alleged espionage at the 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J., radar cen­ 
ter. 
Today’s single session, the 21 st 
since the hearings started April 
22, got back to the Schine issue 
after days spent on other matters. 
One of these was McCarthy's pos­ 
session of a secret, so-called “ FBI 
letter” containing confidential m a­ 
terial on certain persons employed 
at Ft, Monmouth in 1951. 
Recess Until Monday 
Atty, Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr 
has said the “ letter,” though not 
an authentic document, does con­ 
tain an authentic summary of m a­ 
terial forwarded to the Army by 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover He 
said it constitutes “ unauthorized 
use” 
of confidential 
information 
and should not be published. 
But before the start of today’s 
session McCarthy said he will pub­ 
lish it unless Hoover himself ob­ 
jects. 
He said he would not be 
guided by Brownell's ruling. 
The 
Army, meanwhile, is trying to find 
out who gave the document to Mc­ 
Carthy. 
The senator refused to 
say—except that it came from a 
young Army intelligence officer 
After today’s morning 
session 
the hearings were recessed until 
10:30 a. rn 
Monday. Stevens p re­ 
sumably will return to the witness 
chair for further cross-examination 
then.

Sec. 2. 
AU garbage, reg ard ­ 
less 
of

processing, 
shall, before it is fed to swine 
or to oth er anim ala or poultry 
on a farm or prem ises w h e n 
swine are kept, be thoroughly 
heated throughout at a tem p era­ 
ture sufficiently high and for a 
length of tim e necessary to de­ 
stroy the virus of V esicular Ex­ 
anthem a or of any oth er disease 
transm issible to swine from g ar­ 
bage, or shall be treated in some 
o th er m anner approved in w rit­ 
ing by th e D epartm ent as being 
equally effective for the protec­ 
tion of public health and the 
control of V esicular F.xanthema 
or o th er diseases 


Sec 3. 
No person shall feed 
garbage to swine or to o th e r ani­ 
mals or poultry on any farm or 
prem ises w here swine are kept, 
unless such person has first se­ 
cured a perm it th e refo r from 
the D epartm ent p u rsu an t to the 
provisions of I his Act. 


This law is now being enforc­ 
ed by the State Health depart­ 
ment.
